OP  THE 

REPUBLIC  OP  BRAZIL 

DISINFECTION  OF  CHESTNUTS  REQUIRED 
(Resolution  of  Jan.  25,  1936;  Diario  Official  Jan.  29,  1936) 


Article  1.   The  obligatory  certification  of  the  disinfection 
of  chestnuts  (Castanea  vulgaris)  imported  from  any  source,  is  hereby 
established. 

The  presence  of  the  lepidopteron  Laspeyresia  sp. ,  and  of  the 
coleopteron  Balaninus  sp.,  in  any  stage  of  development,  being  verified 
by  inspection  in  the  port  of  destination,  the  Servico  de  Defesa 
Sanitaria  Vegetal,-  at  the  request  and  expense  of  the  consignees,  will 
subject  the  shipment  to  a  new  disinfection,  providing  that  the  infesta- 
tion does  not  exceed  2  percent,  the  interested  persons  being  subjected 
to  other  precautionary  measures  deemed  necessary. 
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
